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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant argues that the references cannot 
be combined to show a rebate system (as in Small) which maintains and displays the status of the rebate request to the customer. The 
Examiner notes that all three references disclose similar systems in which the customer submits a request through the merchant to 
receive a rebate, cash back points, redeem a redemption voucher, etc. Similar steps are disclosed to process this request, with Walker 
and Finsterwald also including maintaining and displays the status of the request to the customer. The Applicant's argument in referenc 
to the "Official Notice" or common knowledge section of the rejection did not dispute the well known examples given in the rejection and 
is, therefore, not considered to traverse the wel known features. 
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
